The April Call Meeting produced 
another lively chapter in the 
history of the General Assembly. 
The delegates witnessed and 
received reports from the 
trustees, the election committee, 
nomination committee and 
housing committee. There were 
discussions on the credentials 
process and the successful 
completion of the emergency 
financial effort. Along the way 
every parliamentary move 
known to mankind was used. 
There were points of order, 
points of information, motions 
and substitute motions issued 
during often enthusiastic 
debate. 


The assembly opened in its 
usual fashion with a struggle to 
activate the agenda. The 
problems in registration of 
delegates created the same 
questions about improving the 
system. Bishop Ross explained 
his latest moves to eliminate 
some of the pressure by taking 
bishops and supervisors out of 
the registration lines. Chairman 
Willis suggested that delegates 
registered in November should 
not have to register again for 
April Call Meeting. Of course 
those delegates without proof or 
who did not attend during 
November would be required to 
register. Bishop Ross explained 
the current method and reflected 
his desires to cooperate with the 
assembly. In other matters, the 
problem of filling the agenda was 
debated. As usual, various 
committees and indivduals were 
not in place at the agenda’s 
designated time. The chair 
expressed his frustrations with 
the perpetually slow start. 
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ASSEMBLY MOTIONS ON 


After the reading of the minutes 
for the past assembly, things 
continued at a snail’s pace. With 
time on his hands Chairman 
Willis discussed issues about 
assembly business and then 
preached a stirring message. 
Finally, it became apparent that 
nothing could be done during the 


first session beyond the 
perfunctory items. The 
chairman recessed the 


assembly. At that moment a 
most unusal thing happened. 
The chair entertained a motion 
to receive an offering for general 
assembly expenses. Having 
passed the motion, some 
knowledgeable delegates 
approached the chair and stated 
the procedural error the 
chairman made. A house in 
recess can not pass a motion. 
Having heard this Bishop 
Charles Blake proposed another 
motion to reconvene the house 
and collect the offering. Bishop 
W. L. Porter who earlier stood 
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and asked a point of order, 
finally got the chair’s attention. 
Bishop Porter wanted to point 
out the procedural error and 
make other points. The chair 
asked him to wait, then the chair 
continued to collect one hundred 
dollar contributions. Bishop 
Porter asked to be recognized but 
the chair reflected, “Of course 
we are not worried about 
reopening the house or when we 
should recess, we just want the 
money!” He then ruled Bishop 
Porter out of order. This 
situation set both tone and tenor 
for the sessions to come. The 
offering was good and raised the 
assembly $4,399.00. 


At the next convening of 
delegates, the business of the 
assembly got into drive. Bishop 
Nathaniel Wells, chairman of 
the credentials committee 
addressed a significant issue. 
What is the committee’s 
constitutional procedure for 


handling individuals and 
fellowships which do not fuction 
within a jurisdiction. Chairman 
Willis reflected that every elder 
has an automatic privilege to be 
certified a delegate of the general 
assembly. Bishop C. D. Owens 
reflected the doctrine of the 
Church. Possibly in every case 
the policy is not functioning, 
however, he pointed out the 
general board has been consisted 
and deliberate in handling each 
case. “Bad policy is bad policy,” 
a compassionate Owens stated. 
Certainly the jurisdictional 
bishop should take care of those 
election processes in the 
jurisdiction and not dump them 
upon the credentials committee. 
Bishop Wells reflected how 
much of the pressure his 
committee felt and asked for 
directions. It was pointed out by 
both bishops Owens and Willis 
that the answer is to be found 
in administration and polity. 
The constitution spells out the

Inasmuch as 1988 is election 
year and the year in which the 
general officers and trustees are 
elected for another quadrennial, 


the following two committee 
reports are of extra special 
interest and significance. Also of 
great importance is the fact that 
Chairman Willis elected to run 
for the General Board, and 
deferred the responsibility upon 
Vice Chairman Sexton to deal 
with the remainder of the 
agenda of this session. 


The Election Committee report, 
Elder Thomas Jackson, 
Chairman, was presented and 
sets forth the guidelines 
governing the upcoming election 
in November during the Holy 
Convocation. 


The Nominating Committee, 
Bishop W. Rimson, Chairman, 
made its report and submitted 
the list of candidates for the 
General Board, General 
Secretary, Financial Secretary, 
Treasurer, and Trustee Board.

3. Any student in grades 4-8 may 
enter the preliminary spelling 
competition activities designed 
for Level Two, students for both 


levels are asked to pre-register 
using the entry form below. 


4. Words used in the Unac-5 
National Spelling Competition 
shall be selected from list shown 
at the appropriate level. 


5. The word pronouncer shall 
select the definition or 
definitions that he or she gives. 


6. In competition, after the 
pronouncer gives the contestant 
a word the contestant may also 
pronounce the word before 
spelling it, after spelling it or, 
if he or she so chooses, not at 
all. 


7. The contestant may ask the 
pronouncer to repronounce the 
word, define it, or use it in a 
sentence. The contestant may 
ask for the language origin of a 
word. No other information 
about the etymology or history 
of a word will be given. If the 
contestant has a specific root 
word in mind, the contestant 
may ask if the dictionary lists 
that word as the root of the word 
to be spelled.

over, retracting the spelling 
from the beginning, but in the 
retracting there can be no 
change of letters and their 
sequence from those first 
pronounced. If letters and their 
sequences are changed in 
respelling, the speller will be 
eliminated. 


9. Upon missing the spelling of 
a word, the contestant 
immediately drops out of the 
contest. The next word on the 
pronouncer’s list is given to the 
next contestant. 


10. When the contestants are 
reduced to two the elimination 
procedure changes. At that 
point, when one contestant 
misspells a word, the other 
contestant spells that word 
correctly, plus the next word on 
the pronouncer’s list. Then the 
second contestant shall be 
declared the champion. 


11. If one of the last two spellers 
misses, and the other, after 
correcting the error misspells 
the new word submitted to him 
or her, then the misspelled new 
word shall be referred to the first 
speller. If the first speller then 
succeeds in correcting the error 
and correctly spells the next 
word on the pronouncer’s list, 
then he or she shall be declared 
champion. 


12. If both spellers misspell the 
same word, both shall continue 
in the contest, and the one who 
first. misspelled the word shall 
be given a new word to spell.

For a year of my life I battled 
a crippling, paralyzing 
depression. Today, I can’t recall 
how or when it gained a foothold, 
but the fact that it did is very 
sure. There were many days 
when this invisible thing would 
grip me in its vise-like jaws 
swiftly and without warning. 
Then, like an on-coming train it 
would overwhelm me and reduce 
me to anguish filled tears. 


The nights were no better. Often 
I would cry myself to sleep with 
a single name on my lips and a 
single thought in my 
heart...Jesus, help! Though this 
frightful thing left me feeling 
alone and without consolation, 
my spirit screamed to be free of 
this unnamed robber. 


I could not articulate a prayer, 
because I could not articulate the 
need. As I sought to define and 
identify this thing, I began to 
reach out to the saints who were 
stronger and more experienced 
than I. One, who was like a 
father to me, informed me that 
“Saints had no business being 
depressed.”’ Another precious 
mother advised me that what I 
needed was a husband. Yet 
another wondered if maybe I 
wasn’t carrying someone else’s 
burden. These dear saints meant 
no ill-will. 


They could see the physical 
symptoms very plainly: my 
withdrawal, a lifelessness where 
a smile had always been, and of 
course the tears. Unfortunately, 
either they were inexperienced 
intercessors, or they were 
unable to perceive the spiritual 
depth of the battle which raged 
inside of me. 


I can recall very distinctly the 
night that the Lord awakened 
me at exactly 4:16 in the 
morning. Bothered by the 
intrusion, I explained to the Lord 
that I was in trouble myself and 
could not pray for anyone else. 


I can still hear His answer. It 
was deeply sad but very 
compelling. When He said 
“Little one...pray for yourself,” 
I felt the evil thing begin to 
struggle. Slowly, it relinquished 
its long-held abode. How 
wonderful that in teaching me 
to intercede for others, God first 
chose to teach me how to 
intercede for myself. 


Since that night of deliverance, 
God has used me to minister to 
many saints yoked under 
bondages of depression and 
grief. They all tell the same story 
about how no one understood, 
and how very alone they felt. I 
thank God for the experience, 
Who knows but that God 
suffered these circumstances to 
come into my life that I might 
minister to others more 
effectively. 


Paul warns us in his letter to 
the Ephesian church (Eph. 6:12) 
that our warfare is not a war 


of flesh or even emotions. Do we 
believe him? Do we understand 
fully, the nature of the flight? Do 
we understand that as 
intercessors our battle may be 
a deeply spiritual one? Prayer is 
where spiritual battles are 
fought and won. 


Finally, as Paul reminds us, “the 
weapons of our warfare are not 
carnal, but mighty thru God to 
the pulling down of strongholds 
(II Cor. 10:4).” What kind of 
intercessor are you? As a joint 
heir with Christ, you have been 
given the power to pull down 
every strong-hold of Satan as 
you intercede for the needs of 
others.

and effectively wiped out all past 
indebtedness. 


Next on the agenda came the 
housing committee report. 
Bishop Porter did not present the 
report then, as the committee 
members and bishop were at an 
impasse. Poor communications 
created a problem of whether or 
not the committee was yet in 
operation. Last assembly Bishop 
Porter and the others jointly 
reported on the status of 
housing. It seems a 
misunderstanding about the 
duration of that combined 
committee’s life was at issue. 
Bishop Willis put his convention 
search committee together with 
Bishop Porter’s functioning 
committee. The situation is yet 
in the air. Later in the meeting, 
Bishop Porter presented a 
housing report. Current 
evidence suggest that headway 
is being made. Accommodations 
are up and prices are down. 


The aspect of finance was 
involved in everything. The 
expenses of the _ general 
assembly and the general board 
itself were discussed. The 
general board demonstrated its 
commitment to cutting the fat 
and Bishop L. H. Ford expressed 
the board’s effort at leading the 
way. The house agreed that 
proper documentation and 
activities in line with Church 
duties should get budgeted. All 
parties called for unnecessary 
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and abusive remuneration be 
stopped. 


When the trustees made their 
report the house became bogged 
down with questions. The 
chairman selected an item by 
item approach to questioning of 
the report. The chairman of the 
trustees, Bishop Jones received 


all questions asked. The 
presentation was too long 
because the questions broke flow 
of the report. Still the exercise 
was a value. There was some 
satisfaction and concrete steps 
were promised, basically to 
create an accounting report that 
each delegate can hopefully 
review and understand. 


The election committee and the 
nominations committee reported 
to the assembly. They carried 
out their appointed tasks. There 
is a deadline coming in July that 
various persons are attempting 
to meet. The paper will present 
a complete listing at that time. 


Lastly, the nomination process 
brought about a strange chain 
of events. The chairman stepped 
down due to his candidacy for 
higher office. What followed the 
appointing of a replacement was 
an all time low in parliamentary 
procedures. At issue was the 
suggested method of the second 
general board election, when the 
presiding bishop is elected. The 
debate was over the use of voting 
machines for the second 
election. The debate caused the 
house to break down under the 
cries of point of order, 
submotions and _ confusing 
attempts to vote. The issue was 
finally compromised. The 
method of the second election 
will be decided upon after the 
first election by the house. 


Such was the general assembly. 
Now the stage is set for what 
promises to be a critical vote in 


the life of the Church.
